DETAILED ACTION 



Dra\Nings 

1 . The substitute drawings for fig. 9-1 2b (pg. 9-1 1 of drawings) were received on 09 
April 2003. These drawings are accepted by Examiner and included with fig. 1-8e (pg. 
1-8 of drawings) filed on 30 July 2001. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose a radiation image sensing apparatus and method having an image 
sensing unit which senses an object image by converting the object image on the basis 
of a radiation from a radiation source passing through an object into an electric signal 
and a control circuit which stops emission of radiation from the radiation source on the 
basis of a signal obtained by non-destructively reading the electric signal from the 
image sensing unit during the sensing of the object image by the image sensing unit. 
Furthermore, the prior art of record does not specifically disclose this image sensing unit 
having switch transistors, reading transistors, reset transistors, and a pixel portion with a 
photoelectric conversion element connected to a control terminal of a reading transistor.
